Administration office. “Later in 
October they will receive a 
separate check which will cover 
the increase for August and 
September.” “This increase will 
be $10.00 for an individual and 
“$15.00 for a couple. This in- 
erease is automatic - no action 
is necessary to get the addition- 
al amount.” Mr. Averill con- 
tinued. “People receiving SSI 
are not just paid and forgotten, 
they have to meet specific 
requirements to continue to re- 
ceive benefits, because SSI 
payments are based on a 
continuous need.” 

“SSI is funded by general 
revenues, not Social Security 
contributions,” said Mr. Aver- 
ill, “Even though the- SSI 
program is run by the Social 
Security Administration. Peo- 
ple who apply for SSI must also 
apply for any other benefits 
payable to them. The amount of 
SSI is then reduced by these 
other benefits for each dollar 
more than $20.00. Additionally,. 
any change in income, re- 
sources, addresses, or living 


arrangements which might af-

Almost every driver in Michigan 
has an opinion about what the speed 
limit should be, which must make it 
one of the most controversial sub- 
jects around these days... 


Col George Halverson, who is just

settling down as new commander of 
the Michigan State Police: after his 


the speed limit question with some 
rather surprising and candid remarks. 

Atleast. | think that Cal, Halverson 
had some surprising and candid 
remarks; after he caught a flak of 
public criticism, he sent out a new 
missive saying that really wasn’t what 
he recommended at all. 

But that’s another story. 

What most people thought Col. 
Halverson at first was saying was that 
the speed limit on oxnressways might 
as well go back up to 70 miles per 
hour. 

When the energy crisis showed up 
last year, Michigan—like most other 
states-—nailed its speed limit back 
down to 55 miles per hour as a device 
to conserve energy. 

Lo and behold, the energy saver 
had a side effect—fewer people were 


ha ett aned tm bond lin tha salattho 
Scing killed in ivaffis than usual! 


slower speed limit. 

And as a further but less measur- 
able side afiect, more people were 
finding that driving at a slower rate of 
speed was not only safer, but was 
also more enjoyable. Driver after 
driver reported seeing things in the 
countryside which had been there 
fight along but which had been 
zipping right past without so much as 
a sideways glance. 

But now gasoline is plentiful 
again—if you can afford it. And 
expressway drivers notice that almost 
nobody is observing the 55 miie per 
hour speed limit any more. If you 
drive 55, you get Jeft in the exhaust of 
almost everyone. 


So into such an aura of contra- 


diction stepped the new State Police 
commander with some comments of 
one sort or another on speed limits. 

Regardless of what Col, Halverson 
in hindsight reports what he had in 
mind, people generally thought that 


Col. Halverson was recommending 
that the speed fimit be set back at 70 


miles per hour—or at least at a higher 


figure than the oft-disregarded 55. 
And the reason the colonel cited— 

he cited—was tl that most ‘people were 

ignoring the 55 mile limit anyway, So

close calls with what they ‘considered 
speeding motorists, and pointed to 
the most recent accidents involving 
cars with kids on bicycles or 
pedestrians. 

But the police traffic experts 
argued in return that the present 
speed must be right for that street 
because if was ihe speed which 2 
majority of the drivers were already 
observing and most would drive 35 
miles per hour no matter what the 
iimii was. 

The parents in this case argued 
ioud and iong aboui safeiy, and kids 
and caution, but to no avail. As an 
observer-reporter, i merely shook my 
head.
